MOSCOW, Jan. 12.—Soviet Rus- 


sia’s new parliament’ opened its 


first session today. with Josef 
Stalin.and other Government lead- 
ers watching from seats of honor 
in the rebuilt throne room of the 
Kremlin, 

The parliament, or Supreme So- 
viet, began its career when one of 
its two houses, the Soviet of the 
Union, met this afternoon. 

The parliament’s 1143 men and 
women of undisputed loyalty to 
Stalin were elected last Dec. 12 in 
the first elections under the Soviet 
Union’s new constitution. They 
brought instructions from many 
of Russia's vast area to tell 
Stalin that “all his counsel and 
all his advice we deem to be law.” 

An elderly academician named 
Bach was led to the rostrum by an 
army officer to deliver the first 
speech after a 10-minute ovation for 
Stalin died down. 


Spotlight on Stalin. 


Stalin, with a mauve ‘spotlight 
trained on him, occupied a box at 
the head of members of the polit- 
bureau of the Communist party 
and Government -officials..

EN-US. AGENT ACCUSED 
OF EMBEZZUING PUMP 


Indictment Charges He Kept 
Device Seized in Raid Near 
Robertsville, Mo. 


Joseph W. Renfro, former agent 
of the Alcohol Tax Unit of the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue, is being 
sought on an indictment returned 
by the Federal grand jury here 
Dec. 16 charging him with embez- 
gling and converting to his own 
use an electric pump seized in a 
raid on an illicit distillery, District 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton an- 
nounced today. 


The pump, valued at $60 and re- 


garded as the property of the Fed- 
eral Government, was taken in a 
raid on a farm near Robertsville, 
Mo., Nov. 21, 1936. Renfro was sus- 
pended from the Alcohol Tax Unit 
last May when investigation of the 
charge began. Since then, Blanton 
said, Renfro has operated a tavern 
in Belleville and lived jn Collins- 
ville. 

The indictment was suppressed 
when returned because Renfro was 
not in custody. A fugitive warrant 
was issued against him and turned 
over to the United States marshal 
at East St. Louis two weeks ago. 
Tie marshal reported he was un- 
able to find Renfro, and the Alco- 
hol Tax Unit here has been asked 
by Blanton to assist in the search. 

No other details of the charge 
were given. Renfro was appointed 
as a prohibition agent in June, 1929,

ROOSEVELT CONFERS 
WITH BUSINESS MEN 


Better Understanding Says Al- 
fred P. Sloan—50 More to 
Visit White House. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt discussed the busi- 
ness slump with five industrialists 
for an hour and a half yesterday. 
After the conference, which was 
held in the President’s office, Al- 
fred P. Sloan Jr., chairman of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, who act- 
ed as spokesman for. the business 
men, read the following statement: 
“We have nad an interesting and 
constructive talk with the Presi- 
dent. All of us agree we have a 


better understanding of each other’s 
problems, out of which we are sure 
will come closer co-operation in 
meeting the difficulties of the mo- 
ment.” 

The others nooded assent. They 
were Ernest T. Weir, chairman of 
the National Steel Corporation; M. 
W. Clement, president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad; Colby Caester, 
chairman of the General Foods 
Corporation and chairman of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, and Lewis Brown, president 
of the Johns-Manville Corporation. 


Richberg at Conference. 


Chester, Weir and Sloan were 
active members of the Liberty 
League, which until the 1936 elee 
tion opposed Roosevelt policies. 

Donald Richberg, former N R A 
administrator, attended the confer- 
ence. He said it had been “use- 
ful.” 

After Sloan read his prepared 
statement, reporters asked him for 
further comment on the business 
situation. 

He replied that there was “a lit- 
tle better feeling today than a 
month ago.” Weir echoed this 
statement, adding: “—and there is 
a shade better business.” 

“There is no insurmountable con- 
flict between business and the Gov- 
ernment,” Weir continued. “If there 
were, it would look dark for the 
future.” 

He said Marvin McIntyre, one of 
the President's secretaries, had in- 
vited the industralists to the White 
House. McIntyre accompanied 
them to the door of the executive 
offices when they left at 6:40 p. m. 


Origin of Conference, 
The President, at his press con- 
ference, said the meeting had been 
ed after the industralists had 
given mutual friends to understand 
they would not be unwilling to talk 
with him. It was disclosed today 
that the conference was 
by an American Federation of La- 
bor leader—whose name was with- 
held—as a result of a recent speech 
by Colby, in which he asked: “Will 
the Government sit down with busi- 
ness and labor?” 

The President, at the press con- 
ference, ueclined to identify the 
small minority of business men 
whom. he recently has accused of 
monopolistic practices. He said he 
had referred to a group

ELIXIR OF SULFANILAMIDE 
MAKERS DENY: MISBRANDING 


CINCINNATI, Jan. .12.—Attor- 
neys for the S. E. Massengill Co. 
denied at a Federal Food and Drug 


Administration hearing today that 


the company’s elixir of sulfanila- 
mide had been adulterated and mis- 
branded. The American Medical 
Association attributed 73 deaths to 
use of the elixir. 


The hearing was called to deter- 


mine whether there were any 
grounds for prosecution of the com- 


P Robert Burrow of Bristol, Tenn.- 
Va., and Ruby D. Garrett, Kansas 
City, attorneys for the company, 
presented a written denial of 
charges that the preparation had 
been adulterated and misbranded. 

S. A. Postle, division chief of the 
Food and Drug Administration, said 
“only minor discussion“ of the 
charges characterized the hearing, 
which. was closed to the public. 
Postle forwarded the transcript to 
Washington and said he expected 
a prompt decision. 

At the time of the deaths last 
fall, Dr. Morris Fishbein of the A. 
M. A. said sulfanilamide had been 
used successfully in dry form in 
the treatment of several diseases. 
He attributed the elixir’s fatal ef- 
fects to use of diethylene glycol as 
a solvent to make the drug avail- 
able in liquid form. The company 
withdrew shipments of the product 
several months ago. 8

Recommend Limiting Races For 
2-Year-Olds to Four Each Week

12.— The National Association of 


State Racing Commissioners recommended for universal adoption to- 
day a rule limiting the early racing of two-year-old horses. 


The rule, planned to be effective 
Jan. 1, 1939, reads: 

“During the months of January, 
February and March there shall 
not be more than four races for 
two-year-olds each racing week at 
any track, and two of these events 
must be maiden races or of claim- 
ing conditons not to exceed a claim- 
ing price of $2500.” 

The two-year-old committee de- 


*| cided not to present at this time a 


long-debated proposal to change 
the official birth date of thorough- 
breds from Jan. 1 to April 1. 

The association also recommend- 
ed a rule setting the weight mini- 
mum of horses at 103 pounds, The 
rule also provides that in all handi- 
caps which close more than 72 
hours prior to a race, top weight 
shall not be less than the scale 
weight and that in all overnight 
handicaps the top weight shall not 
be less than 122 pounds. | 

Raising of the present figure of 
about 90 pounds would aid the 


older and more experienced jockeys 
who have difficulty holding down 
their riding weight. 

Seventy-two per cent of the an- 
swers to a $1000-copy questionnaire 
on the subject favored increasing 
the weighw.

on Proposal to Change 
Constitution by Ballot. 


By the Associated Press. 
‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—A sub- 
committee of the ‘‘enate Judiciary 


Committee will begin hearings next 
Tuesday on the constitutional 
amendment introduced by Senator 
Norris of Nebraska to make it 
easier to change the Constitution. 
Norris is head of the sub-commit- 


tee. 

The amendment would provide 
that when Congress submits a pro- 
constitutional amendment, it 
shall automatically be placed on 
the ballot in each state at the next 
general election, If voters in two- 
thirds of the states approve the 
amendment it shall become part of 
the Constitution. At present the 
Constitution requires that amend- 
ments be ratified by legislatures or 
conventions in three-fourths of the 
states, . 

If accepted, the Norris amend- 
ment would assure a vote on 
amendments within two years 
from the time they are submitted 
by Co 

Although the Norris proposal is 
an outgrowth of the controversy 
last year over the Roosevelt court 
bill, it has drawr the support of 
a number of Senators wo fought 
that administration proposal. 

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
said yesterday he was “very heart- 
ity in favor” of the amendment. As- 
serting it was “a very -vise idea,” 
Burke said “the people have a right 
to amend the Constitution whenever 
they want.“ 

Senator Austin (Rep), Vermont, a 
member of the Norris sub-commit- 
tee and another bitter opponent of 
the court bill, har told Norris he 
is for the amendment. So has Sen- 
ator Hatch (Dem.), New Mexico, a 
third member of the sub-commit- 
tee, This assures a favorable re- 
port by the sub-committee. Other 
members are Senators Pittman 
Dem.), Nevada, and Connally 
(Dem.), Texas.

VIENNA, Austria, Jan. 12—Spe- 
cial police patrolled Vienna streets 
today after night-long skirmishes 
between Austrian Nazi demonstrat- 
ors and monarchists who would 
make the Hapsburg Archduke Otto 
Emperor, More than 250 persons 
had been arrested at dawn. 


Monarchist rallies in communi- 
ties throughout the country, at 
which speakers spoke with hostili- 
ty of Germany and Nazis, set off 
the disorders. Nazis endeavored to 
break up the monarchist meetings. 

Nowhere were the disorders of 
serious character, because of po- 
lice vigilance, but they continued 
throughout the night in some com- 
munities, In Vienna, Villach and 
Ling there were brief fights. 

With shouts of “Heil, Hitler,’ 
Nazis threw stench, tear gas and 
smoke. bombs, chairs and beer 
glasses into the gatherings, 
which s ers emphasized the 
neéd for Austrian independence, 

Sixty Nazis were arrested for dis- 
order at nine meetings in Vienna. 
Police charged one of the meetings 
with drawn sabers.

The Republican party is indeed in a state of fer- 
ment when one of its leaders of the stature of Col. 
Knox speaks the tariff language, not of Coolidge or 
Hoover; but, both in his own terms and in quotation, 
the language of Knute Nelson, Jonathan P. Dolliver, 
“that first of the great liberals of Republicanism”; 
Beveridge of Indiana and the elder La Follette. 

If the Republican party is to be “saved for future 
usefulness,” says Col. Knox, it has got to get rid of 
the stigma put upon it, in the eyes of millions of 
voters, by its collaboration with the “selfish inter- 
ests” that have used excessively high tariffs to build 
up a peculiarly burdensome form of monopoly. There 
is no mincing of words on this point. This is the 
kind of tariff plank that Col. Knox would write: 

We must speak in unmistakable terms to those 
industries which, through excessive tariff sched- 
ules, have enjoyed a monopoly of the domestic 
market and thus inordinately increased the cost 
of living for both farmers and workers. We 
must say to them: If you do not believe in a 
system of direct subsidies from the Government 
for the farmer, you must abandon your insist- 
ence for an indirect subsidy through excessively 
high tariff rates for yourselves. 

We do not mean by this the abandonment of 
the protective principle, but we do mean that 
that principle shall cease to be made a cloak for 
monopolistic practices at the expense of the 
entire consuming public. We would retain a full 
measure of protection for the American standard 
of wages, we would protect the worker against 
competition with cheap labor abroad, But be- 
yond this we would not go. 

The fiction of infant industry which must 
be protected against a more mature and com- 
petent foreign manufacturer is outworn. It is 
farcical. Nowhere in the world has there been 
greater progress made in the last 50 years in 
industrial methods than in the United States. 
Nowhere has nature been more bountiful in her 
gifts of raw materials. To assume that Amer- 
ican industry, aside from labor costs, cannot com- 
pete successfully with foreign manufacture is 
palpably absurd. 

The Republican party, sponsor and champion 
of the protective principle from its birth, must 
now recognize that the time has come to reduce 
the protection to fit the change in condition. Pro- 
tect wage standards, yes! Continue to protect 
monopoly, no! 

Col. Knox believes that if the present unfair tariff 
advantage of industry is taken away, the American 
farmer will forego his demand for subsidies, for “in 
his heart he does not believe in them.” He says that 
“if business will be reasonable in its demands, so 
will the farmer.” 

There is temptation to continue quoting from this 
forthright and significant speech. Suffice it that 
Col. Knox squarely faces the truths brought home 
to the Republican party by the election of 1936. Un- 
less it becomes again a “positive” party, offering the 
people something more than merely negative criti- 
cism, “its service is ended and the party will die.” 

The speech illustrates the long way we have come 
in our national political thinking in the last few 
years. Col. Knox preaches a doctrine that as late 
as 1932 would have consigned him to the outermost? 
fringe of party irregularity, 

The old order has passed. What the future holds, 
no one may know, but it requires no gift of prophecy 
to know that if the Republican party fails to shake 
off the influenees that fastened upon its program, 
and upon the country, a system of monopoly-breed- 
ing tariffe—if it fails to meet the challenge of the 
times, its days are numbered.

Go- 
ing into mining camps of 23 fam- 
ilies, the new Gypsy-American 
breed, where not one wife has ever 
had a sewing machine or could 
make a shirt on a bet. More fam- 
ilies like that this year than there 
were the year before. More such 
families the year before than the 
year before that.
